WHEN GREAT WAR ENDS 


'Japanese Embassy Frankly 
Admits Purpose of Home 
Government — Japan In- 
sists Removal of Restric- 
tions Is Necessary to Her 
Statehood. 


Washington, September 27.—Japan’s 
purpose to renew after the European 


war her contention for the right of her 


people to emigrate to and own land 
in the United States, suggested in New 
York yesterday by Baron Yoshiro Saka- 
tani, former finance minister in the 
Tokio cabinet, was frankly 
today at the Japanese embassy. Nego- 
tiatioNs over these questions, which 
came to a deadlock two years ago, are 
not regarded by Japan as concluded, 
it was explained, but merely postponed 
while the larger issues of the war are 
being dealt with. 

The deadlock followed a long series 
of conferences between former Secre- 
tary Bryan and Baron Chinda, then 
‘the Japanese ambassador, and an ex- 
change of notes between the two gov- 
eruments over the alien land legisla- 
‘tion énacted by California. After- the 


.- tate department had pointed out that 


ulider its constitution the United States 
government could do no more than seek 
“te prevent such legislation and that 
persons affected by it had recourse to 
the federal courts, Japan closed the 
exchanges with a note saying her com- 
plaint had not been answered and re- 
serving “for the present further dis- 
cussion of the issue.” 
Position of Japan. 

It has been generally assumed that 
the issue would remain in abeyance 
only while Japan was occupied with 
the war, but until now no one in a po- 
sition to speak with authority has said 
so. There -will be no formal discus- 
sion of the subject at least until the 
arrival of the new ambassador, Dr. 
Amoro Sato, who was appointed when 
Baron Chinda was transferred to Lon- 
don, and who is expected in Washington 
in a few months. 

The position of the Japanese govern- 
ment, according to informal §state- 
ments by embassy officials, still is that 
restrictions on immigration and land 
holding are not only derogatory to her 
dignity, but are unjust under inter- 
national law in that they are discrim- 
inatory against her in favor of other 
nations. Removal of these restric- 
tions, it is explained, is regarded as 
Japan's third and final step in her rise 
to statehood, the first two being the 
abolition of extraterritoriality and the 
negotiation of commercial equality 
treaties. 

The embassy believes the renewal 
will be most friendly in character, of- 
ficials declaring good relations with 
this country are looked upon as com- 
bining with Japan’s vital interests in 


China and the alliance with England, 


to form the three cardinal points of 
Japanese foreign policy. Japan’s pres- 
ent strained relations with China re- 
garding the Cheng Chiatun clash the 
embassy expectg to be settled shortly 
in a way satisfactory to both sides.

Chance to Increase 
Riches of the State 


Italian Writes Governor 
That “Oranges With the 
Eatable Bark,” Lemons, 
Olives, Mulberry Trees 
and Vineyards Should 
Flourish Here. 


If Carlo Albanese di Filippo, an Ital- 
lan gentleman, who is temporarily re- 
France, has his 
way, Georgia will soon be better known 
for its “oranges with the bark eatable,” 
lemons, olives, mulberry trees and vine- 
yards than for its cotton and corn. 

A plan to completely revolutionize 
Georgia agriculture is proposed in two 
letters sent by him to Governor Har- 
ris. Whatever may be thought of the 
naivete of the writer’s Italian-English, 


his earnestness and good will. 

His opening sentence gives ass@rance 
of the magnitude of the plan which he 
has worked out. “I have the honor to 
send you this letter,” he begins, “be- 
cause as governor certainly you wish 
that the progress in your country, in- 
creasing the private and the common- 
wealth, can to manifest with all his 
forms and with new energies.” His 
proposition is an “agricole-industrial 
exploitation of the state,” which he 
elucidates as follows: 

Oranges With Eatable Bark. ¢ 

“This agricole-industrial exploitation 
will comprehend the culture of dif- 
ferent specialties of trees: oranges with 
the bark eatable and oranges sweet 
more than the sugar; mandarins for the 
comestible and industrial use; berga- 
mots for the extraction of the indus- 
trial ofl; one specialty of eatable lemon 
called in my country limoncello—a tree 
producing very perfumed fruits of deli- 
cate tasting. I have in mind also to 
plant the mulberry trees and to under- 
| take the industry of the silk; to plant 
| there one specialty of vine giving very 
celebrated wines; to introduce the cul- 
ture of the olives and other fructifere 
trees, prope to the climate of the 
Georgia's state.” . > 

The writer offers to furnish the gov- 
ernor with free samples of all the 
trees mentioned and he has even gone 
so far as to work out an exact sched- 

of years*@ufing which the -revolu- 
tion in Georgia agriculture is to be 
He says: 

“T have in mind to plant the vine- 
yard from which three years after we 
have products; five years after we can 
undertake the industry of the,s'silk; 
ten years after all the trees (citrus 
espece) will give fruits, and fifteen 
years after we can produce the first 
American olive oil.” 

Can Educate Trees. 


He goes on: 

“How we can to arrive in ‘so short 
time to obtain products when the com- 
mon cultures want one long period 
of years? That is neither.a secret nor 
a mistery. The modern agronome in- 
vestigates what ground is more prope 
for that established cultures and he 
educates the trees with all the most 
scientifical methods. There explains the 
secret!” 

He does not believe it will take much 
money to start his plan a-going, but, 
of course, it will take some, and it is 
mainly to interest Georgia farmers and 
others with money to invest that he 
addresses himself to the governor. 
Here is what he says about that: 

“The proprietor of lands who wants 
to invest his capital in these cultures, 
he ‘shall spend not a big money; this 
expense will be done during the first 
'year only. It is for to buy the seems 

(?) and all the exemplaries of trees. 
‘Myself will take care of the bringing 
/up, the growing and all the necessary 
| future operations.” 

As he ponders over the great future 
he has planned for Georgia, he grows 
eloquent in his enthusiasm. He says: 
| “The humanity unconsciously will be 
‘transferred in the America. You see 
the wonderful progress manifested in 
_ the northérn Atlantic statas. Well, big- 
,@er and more durable will be for the 
. other states, specially for that having 
fertil lands, because all the manu- 
facturing industries will couple the 
agriculture. The California is one of 
‘the very eloquent example and for that 
I do not say a word about. The old 
Europe is gone, go ahead the young 
North America.” And in another place: 
“Hon. Sir, I am very enthusiast for 
the Georcia’s state because in all the 
books I have found very flattering 
words about his natural riches, the cli- 
mate and the splendid reserved future.”

SOCAL EVIL PROBE 
PLANNED FOR CITY 


Members of Council Con- 
templating Introduction of 
Ordinance f or Re-estab- 
lishment of Segregated 
District. ' 


The appointment:of a committee of 
five council members with a view to 
making a thorough investigation of the 
social evil in Atlanga, is now being 
considered by several councilmen, who 
are of the opinion that it would be 
better to re-establish the segregated 
district. 

Considerable talk- has been indulged 
in for some time past among certain 
members relative to the condition now 
prevailing in the city in this’ regard. 
They claim that the city is rapidly 
becoming infested with women of loose 
morals whose places of abode are 
among the better classes of the people. 

The personnel of this committee, if 
it is appointed, will probably be Kept ] 
a secret and the times of their visits 
will also be kept quiet, 

It is proposed that the committee 
make a report of conditions and if it is 
thought necessary an ordinance be 
passed setting aside certain sections of 
the city for houses of ill fame. 

“I have information that leads me 
to believe that places of this kind are 
scattered all over town,” said one mem- 
ber of council in speaking of the mat- 
ter. “If this condition of affairs is 
true then surely there should be some 
way of stopping their introduction into 
decent neighborhoods. I favor an ordi- 
nance ‘such as proposed for the pro- 
tection of decent women and girls.” 


Robber Gang Loots 
N. Y.-Chicago Train 
And Makes Getaway 


Detroit, September 27.—Michigan 
Central passenger train No. 14, knéwn 
as the New York-Chicago Express, 
bound from Chicago to Detroit, was 
held up by a gang of robbers near 
Dearborn, eighteen miles west of here, 
late tonight. 

After stopping the train by disar- 
ranging the block system the men un- 
hooked the mail end baggage cars 
from the rest of the train and drove 
them down the track a distance of two 
miles. Then they ransacked both cars, 
including the registered matter in the 
mail car, and escaped after extinguish- 
ing the fire in the locomotive. 

The amount of booty obtained will 
not be known until the postal authori- 
ties have checked up on the registered 
mail.

Three Negroes Are Jailed 
and Contents of Still Pour- 
ed Out, After Sensational 
Raid by Revenue Officers. 


In the very heart of Atlanta, at 24 
Elliott street, diagonally across Mitch- 
ell street from the rear of the Terminal 
station, United States revenue officers 
yesterday afternoon raided a moonshine 
whisky still, and lodged in jail three 
negroes charged with operating it. 

Consisting in two 50-gallon copper 
stills, worms, several barrels and other 
distillery paraphernalia, the plant was 
in full operation and the brew was 
boiling merrily -when the officers, 
through a_i carefully-concealed trap 
door, entered the basement of the build- 
ing in which it was housed, and con- 
fiscated the entire outfit. 

The plant was located in the base- 
ment of a two-story brick building. 
The upper story is rented by Irene 


‘Housworth, and the ground floor to 


Jim Hill, a negro. 

From all appearances the officers 
Surmised that the plant has been in 
operation for several months. Every 
precaution had been taken to keep its 
existence a secret, even to the extent of 
maintaining in the still a quantity of 
powerful deodorant, which the officers 
found, to neutralize the fumes arising 
from the product and the operations of 
the stills. 

Revenue Officers Make Raid. 

The raid was made by Internal Reve- 
nue Agents G. C. Hamrick, W. M. Brown 
and R. KE, Tuttle, and Deputy United 
States Marshall C. H. Livsey, Karly 
Wednesday a negro went to the office 
ol Revenue Agent E. C. Yellowley and 
told such a taie of the still’s existence 
that the officers at first declined to 
believe him, but he persisted until the 
raiding party was sent to investigate. 
Everything was found, even to the mi- 
nutest detail, just as the informant had 
described it; and when the officers 
returned to the federal building they 
had the two copper stills and F. C. Rob- 
inson, Virgious Lovelace and Henry 
Long, three negroes, in their custody. 

The negroes, when taken before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner W. Colquitt 
Carter for ‘examination, denied any 
knowledge of the plant’s existence, and 
one, Long, broke down and wept co- 
pious tears because of “the disgrace” 
which had been heaped upon him. The 
three, waiving examination, were sent 
to the Tower in default of $500 bond 
— ie apes wa Commissioner 
“arter for reilminar

In addition to the three negroes ar- 
rested, a warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of a fourth, who, it is be- 
lieved, is equally culpable with those 
in custody. 

The ground floor of the building,.in 
the basement of which the still was 
found, is used as a blacksmith shop, 
the rental for which is paid by Jim 
Hill, and the shop, is conducted by 
Robinson. The only means of ingress 
to the basement was by means of a 
trap door in the blacksmith shop. In 
a rear side of the basement—which is 
of a depth of about 4 feet below the 
surface of the lot—is a door opening 
to the outside. This, however, was 
boarded up solid before the officers 
broke it open to remove the stills 
through it. 


Every Precaution Taken. 


Each still was over a furnace, the 
smoke pipes from which lead into the 
flue serving also the blacksmith shop 
overhead, and thus smoke arising from 
the flue while the furnaces were in op- 
eration would naturally occasion no 
surprise from the outside. Then the 
waste and drainage from the stills was 
run through a pipe which had been 
connected with the drain from a lava- 
tory im the blacksmith shop, and thus 
run into the city sewer. And to make

ARRIVAL OF BREMEN 


At New London, Conn. 
Enthusiastic Articles in 
Papers—Funny Thing Is 


| That Bremen Has Not 
| Arrived. * 


Berlin, September 27.—(Via London.) 
The Berlin newspapers today are ac- 
claiming enthusiastically the arrival of 
the German submarine Bremen at New 
London. The Connecticut town has 
jumped to a point of prime interest and 
the newspapers have found it neces- 
sary to describe its situation by the 
aid of maps. They are also dilating 
on the history of the town. 

The news of the Bremen relieves the| 
protracted tension which had grown 
intense as the expected arrival of the 
submarine was delayed from week to 
week. Apparently authentic rumors 
had been in circulation that the Bre- 
men sailed early in August. Hence 
fears were entertained in some quar- 
ters that something had gone wrong 
with her and the report of her arrival 
has been greeted by the newspapers 
as paving the way for the establish- 
ment of a regular submarine service 
between Germany and the United 
States, and as answering the alleged 
taunt of Germany’s enemies when the 
submarine Deutschland returned home 
from her voyage overseas, “you can't 
do it again.” 

All tne newspapers today print a 
sketch of Captain SchwartzKopff, cap- 
tain of the Bremen, who was for a 
long time in the service of the North 
German Steamship company. He served 
tor years on the steamer Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse and distinguished him- 
self in rescue work in the Hoboken 
pier fire in 1900: Captain Schwartzkopff 
was the first officer of the lrinz Fried- 
rich Wilhelm when the war broke out. 
The steamer was then .at Spitzburgen 
on a Polar excursion but succeeded in 
making a home port without encoun- 
tering the British fleet. 


8There have been many reports of the 
expected arrival of the merchant sub- 
marine Bremen at various ports on the 
Atlantic coast recently but up to the 
present she has not docked in any of 
them. The announcement of her ar- 
rival printed in Berlin probably result- 
ed from one of these many premature 
reports reaching the German capital. 

New London, Baltimore and Norfolk 
have been reported as the destination 
of the Bremen. Recently there has 
been much activity in New London by 
officials of the Eastern Forwarding 
company, American agents for the Ger- 
man merchant submarines. A _ report 
from Westerly, R. L, September 25, 
said a tug had left there to meet a 


German submarine which was on the 


way to New London. 

Lhe Berlin dispatch apparently is 
confirmatory of the reports that the 
Bremen had sailed for the United 
States and that she is now due here.

ON SOMME FRONT 


British Tak e German 
Trenches on Front of 2,000 
Yards North of Flers and 
Storm Strong Redoubt

THOUSANDS OF GERMANS 
CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


Ten Thousand of Kaiser’s 
Troops Taken in Last Two 
Weeks—5,000 of Number 
in Last Two Days—Great 
Irregular Triangular 
Wedge Being Mauled Into 
German Line.

New York, September 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—The 
twenty-mile battle-arc running from 
the Ancre river to the Somme is rap- 
idly being transformed by the great 
offensive of the entente allies into an 
irregular triangular wedge in the Ger- 
man line, with the bases respectively 
in front of Thiepval and west of Pe- 
ronne, and the point projecting across 
the Bethune road and into the St. 
Pierre Vaast wood. 


MORE GAINS 
FOR ALLIES 


On the British end of the line in the 
region of Thiepval, and eastward to 
the north of Fliers, the British in 


} successes over the Germans and like- 
wise the French east and southeast of 
Rancourt drove their troops forward 
and entered the St. Pierre Vaast wood. 


Bouchavesnes to the southern edge of 
the Bois L’/ Abbe farm, the French were 
compelled to face a violent attack by 
the Germans, which was beaten off, the 
Germans being thrown back in disor- 
der, according to Paris. 

The British gains included German 
trenches on a front of 2,000 yards north 
of Flers and a strong redoubt on a 
hill 2,000 yards northeast of Thiepval. 
To the northwest, across the Ancre, 
successful raids were carried out by 
the British opposite Beaumont-Hamel. 

Ten thousand prisoners have fallen 
into the hands of the British in, the 
last fortnight's fighting on the Somme 
front, according to London, 


LITTLE NEWS 
FROM EAST. 


There is still little news coming from 
the Russian and Austro-German war 
office concerning the fighting on the 
eastern front. Petrograd asserts that 
aside from skirmishes at various points 
there is nothing to report. Berlin, 
however, records the repulse of a Rus- 
sian attack in Galicia near Ludova, 
with heavy casualties to the Russians. 

Artillery duels continue along most 
of the Au'stro-Italian front. 

In the fighting im Asiatic Turkey 
Petrograd claims successes for the Rus- 
sians along the Black sea coast, in 
Armenia near Giumichan, and on the 
Persian front in the vicinity of Ham- 
adan. 


BEST TWO DAYS 
FOR THE BRITISH. 


British Front in France, September 
27 (Via London.)—The total number of 
prisoners for what are regarded in all 
quarters as the best two days the Brit- 
ish army has had in France, approaches 


5,000. 

Through the night there was heavy 
fighting, whil the British were press- 
ing forward their guns in the path of 
the preceding day’s gains, The sun 
rose with a promise of another splendid 
autumn day only to become overcast 
later. This Mmterfered with all impor- 
tant artillery observations. More than 
1,000 prisoners were taken in Thiepval 
and the Zollern work. In a military 
sense, this work, lying between Thiep- 
val and Courcelette, was regarded as 
more important than the crushed ruins 
of the village. Here, at the hinge of 
the battle front, with the old first-line 
fortifications, all the power guns could 
command, has fought against every art 
of modern defense. German dugouts, 
which were so deep that 12-inch high 
explosive shell could not enetrate 
htem, had their doors closed in by de- 
bris from explosions. Indeed, with shell 
fire of all sorts the British Jiteraily 
locked the Germans in their’ refuges 
and under cover of its curtain appeared 
at the remaining open doorways of the 
dugouts which were all connected with 
underground galleries and marched 
out the occupants as prisoners. 

The “tanks” or new armored motor 
cars assisted in the attacks, over- 
whelming machine gun positions. 

The taking of ThiepvVal and Zollern 
work means that the German gun po- 
sitions around Grand Court and in the 
valley of the Ancre have been revealed 
and the Germans are reported to have 
| begun withdrawal of their batteries in 
that heighborhood.

Constantine Attends Coun- 
cil of the Greek Ministers 
and Agreement Is Reached 
to Co-operate With Allied 
Powers. 


VENIZELOS IN CRETE 
TO HEAD REVOLUTION 


i Premier Says He Is 
Not Moving to Overthrow 
King or Dynasty, But to 
Save Greece — Revolt 
Against King’s Pro-Ger- 
man Policy Spreads. 


London, September 28.—The council 
of Greek ministers has decided in 
agreement with King Constantine upon 
military co-operation with the entente 
powers, says a Reuter dispatch from 
Athens dated Wednesday. 

The Greek battleship Hydra“ has 
joined the allied fleet, according to a 
Reuter dispatch from Athens. 

There is an unconfirmed report, the 
dispatch adds, that the Greek battle- 
ships Spetsai and Psara an@ four Greek 
destroyers have also joined the com- 
bined Anglo-French naval forces under 
Vice Admiral du Fournet in the Medi- 
terranean. 

King Constantine received an ex- 
haustive report from General Moscho- 
poulos, chief of the general staff, de- 
tailing the chaos in the military or- 
ganization of the country caused by 
the departure of so many officers to 


join the Anglo-French allies and ad- 
vising the immediate declaration of 
war by Greece without waiting either 


Wednesday’s fighting gained further the assistance or the-imsistence of the 


entente powers, as thé only way to 
save the situation. 

GREECE FACING 

GREAT CRISIS. 

Athens, September 27.—(Via London.) 
Despite the profound popular belief 
that the country is facing the greatest 
crisis in its history, calm expectancy 
reigns in Athens. The Venizelist 
morning papers publish declarations 
which the former premier left prior 
to his departure, in which he says 
the movement he heads is not revolu- 
tionary, but purely of national char- 
acter, and that he has no design upon 
the integrity of the actual government 
of the country. M. Venizelos declares 
that his course is the only way by 
which national unity may be preserved 
and that he will struggle for the sal- 
vation of Greece without the aid of 
the constituted government, if the 
government will not act. But if the 
king decides to defend Hellenic soil 


against the invaders he will be glad 
to turn over the forces he has gath- 
ered to co-operate in a common effort 
to save the country. 

It is learned that communication be- 
tween the king and M. Venizelos has 
palready been established through the 
former minister of war, General Yana- 
kitsas, and, that the outlook ig favor- 
able for an early arrangement of the 
difficulties at present dividing Greece. 
The greatest blow to King Constantine 
has been the departure of Admiral 
Coundouriotis, who, after the sovereign, 
is the most distinguished national 
hero,

ONLY TACTICAL GAIN, 
GERMANS ASSERT 


Amsterdam, September 27.—( Via 
London.)—Commenting on the Anglo- 
French movement on the Somme front, 
The Frankfurter Zeitung says: 

“The enemy achieved a tactical gain. 
It was a terrible day, appalling san- 
guinary for the assailants, and it re- 
sulted in a most trying situadion for 
the defenders. Streams of blood flow- 
ed and vast quantities of shells fell 
upon the German positions north of 
the Somme. 

“Again the British and French hurl- 
ed a veritable army against our line. 
A tactical gain was the result. In 
strategy, the entente won nothing. 
Field Marshal von Hindemburg has not 
swerved a hair’s breadth from the calm 
course he had laid. The western front 
experienced the most severe hour it 
has. yet known, and in it we lost stuh- 
bornly defended villages and valuable 
positions, but, as a whole, the front 
remained firm and it was impossible 
to break through.” 


BRITISH STORM 
GERMAN WORKS 
ON BROAD FRONT 


Londan, September 28.—German 
trenches on a front of 2,000 yards to 
the north of Flers and a German re- 
doubt to the northeast of Thiepval were 
captured by the Bnitish during the 
fighting on Wednesday north of the 
Somme, according to the official com- 
munication, issued shortly after mid- 
night.

“Excellent progress was made today 
(Wednesday) on the battle front. North 
of Flers our troops carried further en-. 
emy trenches on a front of 2,000 yards 
and are now level with the east side 
of Faucoum L’Abbaye.

After unusually severe fighting on the 
Somme front in which the entente al- 
lies suffered heavy losses they cap- 
tured Thiepval and gained ground on 
both sides of Courcelette, the war of- 
fice announced today.

“Army group of Prince Rupprecht 
of Bavaria: The battle north of the 
Somme continued with exceedingly se- 
vere artillery fighting and strenuous 
infantry engagements.

On both 
sides of Courcelette the enemy, after 
repeated failures, which cost him large 
losses, finally gained ground. 

“Further east the enemy was re- 
pulsed. The enemy was unable to ex- 
tend the success of September 25, fol- 
lowing the occupation of the village of 
Gueudecourt. Violent hostile attacks 
from Les Boeufs and along the front 
from Morval to a point south of Bou- 
chavesnes were repulsed with heavy 
losses for the enemy, partly in hand-to- 
hand fighting. 

“South of the Somme French hand 
grenade attacks near Vermandovillers 
and Chaulnes failed. 

“On September 25 and 26 six hostile 
aeroplanes were shot down in aerial] 
engagements on the Somme. Another 
was shot down yesterday in the Cham- 
pagne.” 


RUSSIAN ATTACKS 
FAIL IN GALICIA, 
GERMANS REPORT 


Berlin, September 27.—(By Sayville.) 
The Russians returned to the attack 
in Galicia along the Ludova sector yes- 
terday.

Vienna, September 27.—(Via London.) 
The Austrian war office today issued 
the following communication: 

“Italian Theater: There has been no 
fighting of importance. On the Carso 
plateau parts of our positions were sub- 
jected at intervals to strong artillery 
and mine-throwing fire. 

“Southeastern Front: The situation 
is unchanged.”

General Averesco, in the decisive de- 
feat of the Germans and Bulgarians, 
are given in an Official statement, is- 
sued by the war office today. The 
statement says: 

“The supreme command learned on 
September 17 that detachments of Oui 
forces had been compelled to retire be- 
fore superior enemy forces and were 
falling slowly back, inflicting heavy 
losses on the enemy. Measures were 
taken to meet the situation and a des- 
perate battle began on a front stretch- 
ing from the Danube to the Black sea. 

“The fighting was along the Danube, 
where enemy columns consisting most- 
ly of Germans endeavored tv force 
their way into Chernavoda. This ef- 
fort was defeated by the splendid re- 
sistance of the Rumanians, who, with 
repeated bayonet attacks, supported by 
the fire of three monitors in the river, 
brought the advance of the enemy to 
a standstill. 

“In two days’ fighting of the most 
desperate character the enemy suffer- 
ed heavy losses, his massed formations 
being mowed down by artillery fire. 
In the center . he was driven from 
trenches which he momentarily suc- 
ceeded in penetrating by the allied Ra- 
manian, Russian and Serbians troops. 

“Finally at 9 o’clock in the evening 
of September 19 the enemy onslaught 
reached its climax. The allies, by a 
formidable counter attack, overthrew 
the enemy’s right wing, which fled in 
disorder. The enemy losses were very 
great, everywhere heaps of corpses 
were found, and in front of one divi- 
sion alone 5,000 rifles were picked up. 
The allied troops then advanced, driv- 
ing the enemy before them.” 


Report of Victory Confirmed. 


London, September 27.—A Bucharest 
dispatch dated September 25 to Reuter 
Says: 

“Later details confirm the report of 
a great victory for the Rumanians and 
Russians in Dobrudja. Thousands of 
prisoners were captured, while the Rus- 
sian mortars did tremendous damage. 
The Russo-Rumanian forces continue 
their advance to the south. 

“At 3 o’clock this morning a German 
dirigible dropped three bombs on Bu- 
charest, but did no damage, being driv- 
en off by gunfire. At 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon six German aeroplanes ap- 
peared and dropped bombs, killing 
about 40 civilians, includin women

ment 242. Our troops dispersed. the

| gun and some army equipment. 

“At the point of the bayonet we cap- 
| tured enemy trenches in the village of 
'Orownic, where we found thirty of the 

enemy’s dead. Near the villages of 
' Pisoderi and Armensko we made coun- 
| ter attacks on three enemy battalions 
‘which retreated in disorder, leaving 
behind many dead or wounded. 

“East of Florina we repulsed three 
successive French attacks. The enemy 
suffered great losses and retreated. 

“After ten day's of continual fighting, 
in which time the entire Drina division 
of the Serbian army undertook the 
most bitter attacks against Kaimak- 
culan height, our troops attacked the 
enemy with great dash and forced him 
to retreat along the whole front. The 
fighting is proceeding with great suc- 
cess for us. 

“In tne Moxtenca valley the artil- 
lery fizhting continves. We silenced 
numerous enemy batteries. On the 
Besaica height quiet prevails. On the 
Struma front there was listless artil- 
lery firing. Vigorous movements of 
becovie off the Aegean ccast wére ob- 
served.”

“On our left wins our artillery has 
actively bombarded the positions of 
the enemy.”

School Superintendent 
Not Liable for Funds 
When: the Bank Fails 


State Superintendent of Schools M. L. 
Brittain ruled yesterday that a county 
school superintendent could not be held 
liable for funds which he had deposit- 
ed in a bank to the credit of the coun- 
ty board of education in the event the 
bank failed.

The 
matter was referred to Superintendent 
Brittain, who reversed the holding of 
the county board, declaring that the 
law never contemplated that the county 
superintendent should carry the money 
on his person for gsafe-keeping, and 
that he was in no way responsible for 
the failure of the bank.

First Battalion Expected to 
Entrain in Few Days—Re- 
‘maining Troops Will Get 
Orders Very Soon.

The troops are 
expected to return shortly after ‘mid- 
night.

Harris consists of 444 men and nine- 
teen officers, under the command of 
Major E. D. Wells. The artillerymen 
are eager to see service on the bor- 
der. ”

ACROSS THE CUMBERLANDS. 


Alabama has laudably determined to 
share in the advantages which come from 
organized and co-operative road building. 

The rort Payne meeting, at which the 
Georgia-Alabama Highway association was 
organized the other day, was an epochal 
event in the good roads history of both 
states; in fact, of the southeast, because it 
means vastly more than the announced 
project of constructing a permanent pas- 
sable highway between Rome, Ga., and 
Huntsville, Ala. 

The real meaning of it is the assurance 
of the early construction of the impera- 
tively needed link in the Dixie highway 
across the Cumberland mountains. 

The Fort Payne meeting, with its result, 
stresses the fact better than anything else 
could do, that the Dixie highway is already 
in actual use. When tourists over the 
western route coming by way of Nashville 
found the Cumberland Gap just to the west 
of Chattanooga practically impassable they 
sought the best way through and found it 
by way of Huntsville, Ala. This travel 
opened the eyes of the people of that section 
to the possibilities before them. The out- 
come of it was the Fort Payne meeting at 
which 6,000 people gathered and announced 
their determination to build a good road 
from Huntsville to Rome. 

And they propose to do this, notwith- 
standing the fact that Tennessee is like- 
wise determined to open a travelable pas- 
‘gage across the Cumberlands to the west 
of Chattanooga. 
™ It was the travel which the Dixie high- 
~ way brought through Huntsville from 
- Nashville that may be considered directly 
responsible for the organization of the 
Georgia-Alabama Highway association and 
the good work it proposes to do. 

This is just another evidence of the 
important and beneficent results which the 
whole territory adjacent to the Dixie high- 
Way may expect to obtain from it. Adja- 
cent communities on every hand, seeing the 
splendid advantages it offers, will build 
connecting links that will command their 
share of travel. 

Weak links in the main highway will not 
long remain so. Competition as keen as 
any experienced ir business fields will com- 
mand siibstantial road construction; for 
neglect and indifference, if there be any, 
must give way to ambitious effort of which 
there is enough to insure a Dixie highway 
from Chicago to Miami without a break in 
its possibilities for twelve months’ travel 
under all sorts of weather conditions.

ORPHANS’ HOME WORK DAY. 


With plenty in the land and prosperity 
written upon the countenance of practically 
every Georgia artisan, professional and 
business man, the Decatur Orphans’ Home 
“work day,’ Saturday, should prove to be 
an unbounded success. 

Established forty-eight years ago, the 
home launched upon the noble work of car- 
ing for orphans and needy little outcasts, 
giving them their “chance,” and making 
useful citizens of what otherwise, it is safe 
to say in most instances, would have been 
lost in the end among the flotsam and jet- 
sam of humanity. It has thrown out the 
life-line to the helpless and needy, given 
them succor, the reqwired “lift” and the 
rainy-day tide-over, guided them along cor- 
rect lines until the little men and women 
should attain self-supporting capabilities. 
Some of Georgia’s best citizens today, in 
fact, owe their “start” to this splendidly 
humanitarian orphanage. And Georgians 
should be ungrudging in their help of it. 

Each year the institution has broadened 
its sphere of usefulness. When it opened 
forty-eight years ago it sheltered thirty little 
ones. Today it is “home” to 165, gathered 
in from the four corners of the state. It is 
a modern institution, conducted along mod- 
ern lines of thought, and its policy is not to 
retain its wards as such within its imagina- 
ry “walls,” but to find for them as early as 
possible suitable homes in private families, 
realizing as its managers do that home and 
family ties are necessary to the best devel- 
opment of character and youthful possibil- 
ities. 

It is not much that the institution is ask- 
ing; but what it gets must come from the 
public. It hag a farm, orchard and dairy 
which makes it in a measure self-sustaining, 
and which power of self-support is increas- 
ing with the years. All that it is asking 
from the public next Saturday is that so 
many as will do so freely will give the in- 
stitution the net proceeds from only one 
day’s work. That is, if his day nets him, 
say, $2 or $3 or $5, his contribution in just 
that amount would be gratefully accepted. 

Horace Mann once said: “I never meet 
a ragged boy in the street but I feel that 
I owe him a salute, for I know not what pos- 
sibilities may be buttoned up under that 
shabby coat.” 

Prosperous Georgians, business men and 
other workers well might ponder that sen- 
tence next Saturday, conscious of the fact 
that in no better way could they expend a 
day’s earnings toward prospecting for possi- 
bilities and bringing out whatever of good 
and future usefulness might be, and un- 
doubtedly is, buttoned up under dozens of 
little coats out in the Decatur Orphans’ 
Home. 

Let everybody boost for the success of 
“work day.” 


OUR BETTER HEALTH. 


Statistics gathered from cities and states 
with aggregate population of 67,000,000, or 
two-thirds of the whole people of the United 
States, show a marvelously decreasing 
death rate. Ten years ago the death rate 
for the United States, based upon Can- 
vassed areas, was 16.2 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion; last year it was 13.5 per 1,000. 

Here is a decrease in a decade of three 
persons in 1,000, or approximately so, mean- 
ing an aggregate of some 300,000 less deaths 
among the entire population of the country, 
considered at 100,000,000. 

This achievement is directly attributable 
to certain definite and positive causes. At- 
lanta has shared in the advancement. Re- 
cent statistics have shown a definite dimi- 
nution in thig city’s death rate almost from 
year to year. 

Concerning the nation-wide improvement 
in vital statistics, The New York Times 
says editorially: 


The chief cause of the improvement 
has been progress in sanitation, in the 
use of those precautions and safeguards 
which are required for the prevention 
of diseases, especially those of an infec- 
tious character. -We have profited by the 
results of scientific inquiry as to the ori- 
gin and transmission of such ailments. 
Large and generous expenditures, with 
concerted effort, have cut down in a few 
years by more than one-fifth the death 
rate for tuberculosis. Health officers 
have the support of the people. Pollu- 
tion of water supplies at once excites 
public protest in these days, and there 
are few typhoid epidemics in comparison 
with the number twenty years ago. The 
press is always on guard. It will be ad- 
mitted that its warnings and its constant 
dissemination of what may be called san- 
itary truths have been effective in pro- 
moting that death-rate reduction which 
official reports now disclose. 

There is no doubt about the responsi- 
bility for this improvement resting largely 
with the press. Education upon lines 
of better sanitation have unquestionably 
proven effective. Not only have states and 
cities been induced to raise their sanitary 
standards, but the importance of sanitary 
methods and practices has been impressed 
upon the individual. 

While communities may do much in the 
mitigation of disease, the greatest results 
in the direction of cutting down the death 
rate are to céme through careful sanitary 
practices on the part of the individual. 

People of today talk and practice sanita- 
tation more than at any time in the history 
of the world. They do it because they read 
about it; because the newspapers of the 
country have educated and are continuing 
to educate as to sanitary methods and the 
necessity for them. 

The sanitary campaign is telling forcibly 
in the lowered death rate; but there is 
greater achievement yet ahead of it. We 
can cut off still more yet. But it rests with 
the individual to learn and know what is

GEORGIA || Felder Analyzes the 


Tennessee Decision 
Restoring Locker C lubs 


Editor Constitution: I request space in 
your paper to comment upon the article ap- 
pearing on the front page of your Sunday's 
paper under the headlines, “Locker LAw Held 
Unconstitutional; Tennesseee Supreme Court 
Decides Lockers, etc., May Be Maintained.” 

Neither the headlines nor the body of 
your article state the grdunds upon which 
the decision of the court was based, and 
your Georgia readers, who are much inter- 
ested in the subject matter, may erroneously 
conclude that the Georgia prohibition statute 
may be obnoxious to the same constitutional 
Objection. 

Such is not the case. 
State in the exercise of its police powers to 
prohibit the “keeping or serving” intoxicat- 
ing liquors in social clubs was in no wise in- 
volved in the Tennessee case passed upon by 
its supreme court. 

But two questions were presented or 
passed upon by this court, viz.: First, that 
the act was passed in violation of certain 
rules of the senate and was, therefore, void. 
This was overruled. Second, that the act 
violated the provision of the constitution, 
article II, section 17, that “no bill shall be- 
come a law which embraces more than one 
ot gs that subject to be expressed in the 
title.” 

It was held that the act under attack 
contained a subject not at all expressed in 
the title; was broader than the title, and 
was, therefore, void because contrary to the 
provision of the constitution. 

[I am glad to say that there appears no 
such inferiority in our Georgia prohibition 
statute. 

I am slowly but surely recovering my 
strength, and ere long I shall be “recovered 
like a strong man from his couch of fever” 
to take up once again, with increased en- 
ergy and enthuséasm, the fight against the 
infamous “liquor bund.”

Judge Harwell Voluntarily 
Withdrew Use of His Name 


In The Constitution’s report from Macon 
of the convention proceedings yesterday 
morning an unfortunate tangle of words in 
the transmission over the wires did an in- 
justice to Judge Frank Harwell. 

The Constitution’s report stated, with ref- 
erence to the supreme court judgeship, that 
H. H. Dean, the Dorsey floor manager, made 
a@ motion that Judge Harwell refused to per- 
mit the use of his name in this connection, 
which motion carried, whereupon Judge Har- 
well, in a brief address, withdrew. 

As our correspondent’s report started from 
Macon, it stated that Mr. Dean, in an interval 
of the convention’s proceedings, when the 
clerks were counting the result of an appeals 
court judge ballot, moved that while the 
convention was waiting, it hear from Mr. 
Dorsey’s campaign manager, who was én- 
titled to so much credit for the Dorsey vic- 
tory. 

The convention very promptly adopted the 
motion, and Chairman Flynt, accordingly, in- 
troduced Judge Harwell, who paid a glowing 
tribute to the convention's nominee, discussed 
the significance of the campaign and the 
result, and then, in conclusion, briefly re- 
ferred to the fact that while his name had 
been mentioned in connection with the su- 
preme court nomination against the gover- 
nor’s appointee, he had, upon reflection, con- 
cluded not to permit his name to go before 
the convention, though he took advantage 
of this opportunity to make expression of his 
cordial appreciation to those whose friendly 
interest had been so warmly manifested in 
his behalf. 

The address was well delivered and cor- 
dially received and upon its conclusion Judge 
Harwell was given a gratifying ovation. . 


Issuing Patents Faster 
Than Ever Before 


Business hasn't been rushing at a live- 
lier rate anywhere than it has at Washing- 
ton in the bureau of patents. It is not due 
to the war or to any remarkable increase in 
the number of inventive geniuses, although 
the latter are by no means falling off, but 
simply because hustle has been installed 
whether procrastination used to reign. The 
patent office is no longer the dried and 
dreary place reeking with ancient dreams 
and antique business methods that once upon 


a time it was noted for. Not any more. 
New life, hope and industry have been in- 


troduced under the direction of Secretary 
Lane, this service being a branch of the in- 
terior department. Intelligent activity has 
supplanted lax methods and provoking de- 
lays. Almost twice as much work has been 
done in this bureau under this administration 
as under any previous administration. Twen- 
ty thousand more patents were issued to 
American inventors during the past three 
years than in the preceding three years. 
There have not been more inventions, but 
the office has been catching up with back 
applications. 

During the first half of this year, 22,801 
patents were issued. For the first half of 
1915 there were 21,774 issued with a total 
of 43,207 for the year 1915. The highest num- 
ber of patents ever issued in any one year 
before was 36,574 in 1909. 

There has been house-cleaning all through 
the office. Patent claims that were musty 
with years and many with poor excuses for 
lingering, have been forced to issue or aban- 
donment, 


Clay-Mining Industry Affected 


by European War. 


According to the United States Geologic- 
al Survey, department of the interior, the war 
in Europe has caused a shortage of high- 
grade fire clay formerly imported from Ger- 
many which has seriously affected the man- 
ufacture of crucibles and lead pencils in this 
country. Efforts have been successful, how- 
ever, in locating a domestic supply of clays 
suitable for use in these industries in Ar- 
kansas, Illinois, Missouri and Ohio. 

Clay mining in 1915 was more prosperous, 
especially during the later part of the year, 
than in 1914, the quantity of clay marketed 
being 2,362,954 short tons, valued at $3,971,- 
941, an increase of 153,094 tons in quantity 
and $215,373 in value of 1914. Fire clay, 
1,570,481 tons being reported for 1915, valued 
at $2,361,482, an increase of 161,014 tons and 
$214,205 over 1914. There were 28,031 tons of 
domestic kaolin, the purest form of clay, 
marketed in 1915, valued at $241,520, a small 
decrease from 1914. 

The imports of clay decreased considera- 
bly in quantity and value and were the 
smallest in quantity since 1908 and the lowest 
in value since 1905. 


All Export Records Broken. 


American exports have finally passed the 
half billion a month mark. Statistics issued 
today by the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce, of the department of commerce, 
show that the exports for August amounted 
to $510,000.000. which is not only the record 
for this country, but for all countries. It is 
$35,000,000 higher than the previous high rec- 
ord, which was esiaplished in May, and $46,- 
000,000 higher than the June total. 

Imports, on the other hand, showed a de- 
crease for August, the total being $199,247, - 
391. This is a decline of $47,000,000 as com- 
pared with June, the record month, It ig 
greater than the total for any previous Au- 
gust, however. The exports for the year 
ended with August totaled $4,750,000,000 and 
the imports $2,300,000,000, both totals being 
far in advance of those for a similar period 
in any previous year. 

Of the August imports, 66.5 per cent en- 
tered free of duty, compared with 67.5 per 
cent in August, 1915. 

The favorable trade balance for August 
was $311,000,000, comparing with an ex- 
port balance of $119,000,000 in August, 1915, 
and an import balance of $19,000,000 in August, 
1914. For twelve months to August 31, 1916, 
the export balance was $2,465,000,000, as 
against $1,363,000,000 in the preceding year 
and $374.000,000 two years ago. 

The net inward gold movement for the 
month of August was $29,000,000 and for the 
year $410,000,000, a record total. Last 
year the net inward gold movement was $146,- 
000,000 and two years ago, a net outward 
movement of $95,000,000. Gold imports in Au- 
gust were $41,238,716, compared with $61,641,- 
191 in August, 1915, and $3,045,219 in August, 
1914. Gold exports in August were $11,780,- 
129, against $1,128,428 in August, 1915, and 
$18,125,617 in August, 1914. The year’s gold 
imports were $518,451,553, as against $244,- 
035,950 last year and $59,312,328 two years 
ago; while gold exports in 1916 were $108,- 
104,549, compared with $97,749,270 last year 
and $153,984,944 for the twelve months end- 
ing with August, 1914. 


Flour Mills Use Electric Power. | 


The old-time grist mill with its moss- 
grown wheel and millrace, like the mule- 
drawn canal boat, is destined to be succeeded 
within a few years by new creations effi- 
ciently operated by electric power. Research 
spcialists of the General Electric compary, 
after a thorough mail canvass of the milling 
industry, have authentic evidence showing 
the steady gains made by electricity in the 
field of milling operations at one time occu- 
pied exclusively by steam, water and gas 
power. 

Six hundred and two milling firms are 
now using electricity in preference to steam, 
gas or even water power. Ten years ago 
the best list obtainable placed the total num- 
ber of flour mills using electricity at lesg 
than 100. This means for every mill operat- 
ed by electricity in 1906, at least six are 
equipped for using electricity today. 

A tabulation of millers buying electricity 
and those generating it themselves clearly :n- 
dicates that wherever possible private plants 
for generating electricity are being shut 
down and the necessary power bought at a 
reasonable rate from a central station. Of 
the 602 millers one electricity to grind or 
elevate grain and feed, 350 ve adopted 
the bought-power system, while 252 still 
generate their own power.

The L. Q. C. Lamar School of Law 
of Emory university opened its doors 
for the first time Wednesday morning 
at 11 o’clock, with exercises held in 
a large tent on the campus between 
the Law and Theology buildings. Can- 
dler School of Theology at the same 
time began its secgnd term as a branch 
of Emory university. 

Bishop Candler, the chancellor of 
the university, presided, and opened 
the exercises with remarks on the his- 
tory of Emory university. He said 
that a real university was a century

gotten that this was the opening of the 
university. The School of Liberal Arts, 
Emory college, had been in operation 
since 1840; the School of Medicine, the 
Atlanta Medical college, since 1854, and 
the School of Theology was now begin- 
ning its third year of work. 

After the opening remarks by tke 
chancellor, the audience joined with 
the Emory quartet in singing ‘All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’ Name,” followed 
by a prayer, led by Dr. Robert Selby, 
of Mississippi. 

After a selection by the quartet, Bish- | 
op Candler introduced the speaker of 
the occasion, Hon. Cone Johnson, of 
Texas, solicitor of the department of 
state at Washington, saying that Mr. 
Johnson had been asked to deliver the 
address on the occasion because he 
was ‘“‘an old Emory man,” and one or 
the great lawyers of the ceuntry, one 
of the many Georgians who had gone 
from Georgia to make Texas great. 


Pays Tribute to Atlanta. 


Mr. Johnson prefaced his speech 
with a tribute to Atlanta’s progress an. 
enterprise, which had been _ instru- 
menaal in building the great univer- 
sity here. He declared that Georgia’s 
great men have owed their greatness 
to Georgia’s great women. He spoke 
of the part Georgians had played in 
the development of Texas, and told 
how the first flag of Texas had been 
made by the hands of a Georgia girl, 
and how Georgians had feught in the 
independence. He 
then drew attention to the law of mu- 
tual contribution of one nation and 
to another, declaring that 
the establishment of the L. Q. C. La- 
mar School of Law would influence 
the south, but the whole 


Mr. Johnson said that an institution 
like Emory under the control of the 
church would accomplish a world of 
good if what was meant by Christian 
education was that training for life 
which proceeds from the conviction 
that life is a divine thing and teaches 
the relationship of man to man and 
man to God. He said that he had no 
fault to find with the American idea 
of religious freedom and of the sepa- 
ration of church and state, for the 
sake of the state and much more for 
the sake of religion. He declared that 
there never was a time when ortho- 
doxy in education and religion was! 
more needed than at present. 

Three Dimensions in Life. 

Mr. Johnson drew a comparison of 
a man’s life and the New Jerusalem, 
of which it is said that its length and 
breadth and height are equal. A man’s 
life, he said, is not the number cf years, 
but how far he can project it with 
laudable ambitions and purposes. 

He said: 

“As we rarrow our lives we neces- 
sarily draw the end of it closer. Too 
often our lives are but a single nar- 
row plank on which only ourselves; 
and a few of our friends can walk. ! 
The wider gauge we are the surer are 
we to attain the goal we set for our- 
selves. <A life to be great must *e 
high and lofty—must have an overhead 
ceiling.”’ 

He then drew the application to the 
profession of law, describing the 
young barrister who has waited for a 
long time for his one case to come, 
which is to put him in line for bigger 
things, but who yields to the tempta- 
tion to use testimony which he be-' 
lieves his client has suborned, and wins 
the case, but in the end to sacrifice | 
all that is best in his work, and finds | 
himself oe and finally craw!l- 
ing under his lowered ceiling until 
at last the ceiling comes down to com- 
pletely block him.

Emory Laying Foundations. 


He said that Emory university is just 
now laying the foundations. As it 
is constructed on the ground once the 
scene Of a decisive battle in the strug- 
gle to determine the right of a state 
to secede from the union, so she must 
fight a battle for herself.

Claimants Must Cover 
Expenses of Sending 


Stamps to Washington 


A. O. Blalock, collector of internal 
revenue, yesterday, upon instructions 
froin Washington, sent out a general 
notice that claimants for refundg on 
revenue stamps purchased prior to the 
repealing of the emergency revenue 
law, as it applied to documentary and 
proprietary stamps, must accompany 
their claims with money enough to 
cover the expense of tranmittal, by ex. 
press, mail or registered mail, of their 
stamps to Washington. D. C. 

The features of the law in question 
were repealed by congress September 
8. Prior to that time many thousands 
of doHars worth of stamps had been 
purchased through the local revenue 
office, and since the repeal of the law 
the government stands ready to re- 
fund all money originally paid for such 
stamps down to a minimum of $2 worth. 
This fact has been advertised, and 
many refund claims have been received 
by Mr. Blalock. However, when the 
stamps are returned to the revenue of- 
fice they must be sent to Washington 
for redemption, and thus far the claim- 
ants have failed to remit the cost of 
such transmissal. This, according to 
a ruling by the treasury department 
must in the future be done. !

- The time has arrived at last when 
we can begin to get down to real com- 
parisons. The elimination of the clubs 
that have been battling so royally for 
the pennants has arrived, and, as w@ 
come to the ’ an-against-man figures, 
we have a better chance to see the 
strengths and the weaknesses of the 
teams in their various positions. 

One of the striking things in base- 
ball for many years has been that the 
National league appears to be able t» 
find competent and even star first base- 
men any time a chub needs one. while 
the American league teains have more 
trouble with that position than with 
any other. With the exception of 
Pittsburg, the National league clubs 
gex stars readily, while some Americar. 
league outfits have struggled along fur 
years with mediocre guardians of the 
initial sack. This season came Sisler 
as a regular first-sacker and rather 
changed the rule, but it is thé excep- 
tion. So, when we come to comparc 


, the first Dasemen of the rival clubs 
‘for the world’s championship we dis- 


cover the National league having the 
stronger men in that position. | 

This may prgve rather a surprise to 
some students of the game, since we 
know that the National, after a period 
of slumping and slipping, is in the 
process of rebuilding almost all the 
teams. In time, of course, this will 
bring them to the front and probably 
just when the now strong subs of the 
Americans are commencing to go back. 
It happens this way in baseball, be- 
cause owners are slow and reluctant 
about letting their good old men g», 
even when they must know that they 
are on the chute. About one big leaguer 
in ten revives, after starting to go 
back, and the owners hang onto nine, 
hoping they will be the exception. 

In the comparison of the Red Sox 
and the National league clubs as to 
their first basemen, however, the Red 
Sox do not find themselves shown up 
at all. Hoblitzell is not a great first 
baseman by any means, not nearly as 
good a one as he promised to be when 
he first broke in at Cincinnati, and 
looked to be another Chase, and last 
year Hobby was a bit of a joke.

“The University of Georgia has no 
intention of being antagonistic in its 
‘relations with Georgia Tech,” said Pro- 
fessor S. V. Sanford, faculty director 
of athletics at the Athens institution, 
last night when queried regarding the 
reported protest over the Jackets play- 
ing Joe Guyon, former Carlisle star. 

Did you receive a letter from Char- 
lie Wahoe applying for the position of 
assistant coach at the university?” Pro- 
fessor Sanford was asked. “I did,’ he 
answered. : 

“Did you write Professor H. W. Cox, 
vice president of the Southern Inter- 
collegiate Athletic association, for a 
ruling on whether or not Guyon waa 
eligible to play with Tech?” he was 
then asked. 

‘IT wrote Mr. Cox,” answered Mr. San- 
ford, es epee J if a Carlisle player would 
be eligible for a team in the S. I. A. A. 
Understand me now, I wrote this letter 
prior to any notice being received by 
us that Mr. Wahoo had been engaged 
as assistant coach at Tech or that Mr. 
. Guyon was practicing with the football 
team.” 

“Did you receive any reply from Mr, 
Cox?’ he was asked. “I have not as 
yet,” was Mr. Sanford’s reply. 


Reluctant to Interview. 


The Georgia athletic director did not 
desire to be interviewed regarding the 
subject, for fear of being misquoted 
or misunderstood or have his motives 
or those of the university misinter- 
preted. But he agreed-to answer any 
eeaetrens. and the above were put to 


m. 
To set Georgia right with Atlanta

and Georgia’ fans, the university does 
not wish to appear, unless attempt is 
made to misconstrue their mentee, in 
an antagonistic vein in their relations 
with Tech. 

They asked for information relative 
to the possibility of a Carlisle man 
playing in the S. L. A. A., hoping, per- 

aps, that Guyon would enter the uni- 
versity. They asked for the informa- 
tion to have their skirts clear had he 
done so, and they asked for the infor- 
mation prior to Guyon or Wahoo ap- 
pearing out at Tech. 

In brief, Georgia had no idea Guyon 
or Wahoo were at Tech when she asked 
the question as to the eligibility of 
the S LA. A, but alleged interviews 
with Professor Sanford would make it 
appear that Georgia was attempting 
to have Guyon barred from participa- 
tion in Tech athletics. 

Professor Sanford had words of 
praise for Charlie Wahoo, who will be 
assistant coach for the Jackets this 
season. “Tech gets a good man. I 
know of no better,” he said, “and she 
is to be complimented on her choice.” 

No Answer From Cox. 

The Constitution sent a wire to Vice 
President Cox, of the 8S. I. A. A., yes8- 
terday, asking him what decision he 
had made or would make in the matter, 
but received no reply at time of going 
go press. 

But football experts who make a 
study of eligibility of athletes are of 
the opinion that Guyon will be eligibie 


for the Jackets, as Carlisle, despite the 


fact that her teams were always Su- 
perior to prep teams, is rated as noth- 
ing but a prep school, and the fact that 
she played colleges does not make her 
a college team. 

The fact that Guyon attended Kee- 
watin academy two years after leaving 
Carlisle is further proof that he is a 
bona fide prep man and no a college 
man, as athletics are considered. 

Furthermore, the insinuation that 
there were remunerative inducements 
for him to attend Tech are not founded 
on fact. His tuition at ¢he local insti- 
tution is defrayed by the government, 
as it defrays all educational expenses 
of its wards—the Indians.

~ ANOTHER BIG DAY 


Nineteenth Consecutive 
Day Passes With Sales of 
Shares Well Over Million 
Mark—U. S. Steel Makes 
Slight Gain. 


New York, September 27.—For the 
nineteenth consecutive session, exclu- 
sive of two week-ends, today’s market 
experienced another period of excessive 
activity which again lifted the total 
dealings well beyond a million shares. 
The movement was more comprehensive 
and convincing than any of the past 
three weeks, in that a very large pro- 
portion of the turnover consisted of 
dividend-paying investment issues, as 
distingufshed from specialties of less 
stable character. : 

The so-called Harrimans, particularly 
Union Pacific, Which led all stocks in 
the extensive trading of the forenoon, 
Reading, Norfolk & Western and other 
coalers, the grangers, New York Cen- 
tral and Pennsylvania, afford a founda- 
tion for later operations in more specu- 
lative favorites. Most of the rails, on 
gains of 1 to 3 points, were at best 
priees in one to two years, with an 
actual new record for Reading at 115%. 

Coppers lost none of their favor as 
mediums of feverish speculation, In- 
spiration making a new maximum at 
68%, with further accumulation of Ana- 
conda, American Smelting and Kenne- 
cott. Motor shares, which seem to 
respond to any definite movement in 
metals, were mostly at higher quota- 
tions, General Motors making a gross 
gain of 15 points. 

There was marked revival of in- 
terest in shipping shares, predicated 
upon the belief that events of impor- 
tance are impending in connection with 
the forthcoming meeting of Mercantile 
Marine committees, which are expect- 
ed to recommend the discharge of the 
receiver. Sugars trailed in the wake 
of marines, record prices being rég- 
istered by Cuba Cane common and 
preferred, and American Beet. Final 
prices in a majority of instances were 
at fractional or one point recessions 
from the day’s best, United States 
Steel, which traversed an exceedingly 
narrow radius, closing at 115%, a net 
gain of %. Total sales amounted to 
1,485,000 shares. 

An appreciable increase of activity 
was shown by the firm bond market, 
total sales aggregating $6,420,000. 
—— States bonds were unchanged on 
call.

BEARISH MOOD. 
IN WHEAT MARKET 


Likely Break in Drouth in 
Argentina Causes Unset- 
tled Close With Slight 
Net Loss. 


Chicago, September 27.—Prospects of 
a break up of the drouth in Argentina 
had a good deal to do today with the 
weakness which developed in the wheat 
market here. The outcome was an un- 
settled close, lc to 1%0 net lower with 


December at $1.52% to $1.52% and May 
at $1.52%. Corn wound up unchanged 
to %C higher; oats off %@%«c to \%@ 
%c, and provisions varying from 25c 
decline to a rise of lébc. 

Wheat traders were in a bearish mood 
from the outset. The market at the 
opening was apparently yet feeling the 
depressing effect of the big world sup- 
ply, the largest ever known at this time 
of the year. Victories of the entente 
allies in western Europe tended also to 
handicap the bulls despite the fact that 
the outlook for an early opening of the 
Dardanelles seemed far from promising. 
Besides, liberal receipts at Kansas City 
and weakness in the cash market there 
counted further on the bear side. It 
was not, however, until news was re- 
ceived of unsettled weather in Argen- 
tina that the downward swings in val- 
ues attained the greatest impetus 
shown during the session. 

Notwithstanding that numerous ral- 
lies took piace in the wheat market 
commission house selling became more 
and more aggressive, especially in the 
last hour, when one house alone dis- 
posed of more than 1,000,000 bushels in 
the pit. Exports transactions as far 
as announced late in the day were not 
of sufficient volume to be of much en- 
couragement to the bulls. 

Corn developed firmness owing to 
welcome rains. Moisture was regard- 
ed as harmful to the crop at this stage. 

Oats tended to sag in the absence 
of any urgent call from the seaboard. 
It was said Canadian reserves amount- 
ed to almost 560,000,000 bushels. 

Lower quotations on hogs pulled 
down the provision market.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


The cotton market was narrow most of 
the day Wednesday. There was some buy- 
ing to the extent of about 20,000 bales for 
Chicago and the west on Clement, Curtis & 
Co.’s condition report. Weld & Co.’s brok- 
ere were buyers in the early trading. 

The market has been fussing about any 
definite trend. The usual liquidation prior 
to 4he bureau report on Monday is under 
way. Whenever a report is ahead every 
trader plays the conservative role. This 
means that not only the holder of cotton 
hedges himself, but also that the exporter, 
who has contracts for October shipment, 
will be in no haste to cover until he sees 
what the government figures forecast for the 
present crop. Once that is known, we may 
expect very active markets, and if our guess 
is correct, the activity will be in the up- 
ward direction. The one thing that is well 
to keep in mind always is, that unless cot- 
ton goods and yarns stop advancing almost 
Gaily, it is bad policy to sell raw cotton 
short. . 

The decline in lard was against cotton 
seed oil values.

New York, September 27.—(Special.)—The 
cotton market continues a narrow evening 
up affair.

Summary of weather and crop conditions 
in the cotton belt for the week ending Sep- 
tember 26, 1916: 

Washington, September 27.—Cotton 
picking and ginning progressed rapidly 
under favorable conditions. The weevils 
continue active in Texas and Alabama, 
and cool nights have been harmful in 
the eastern states. In North Carolina 
the crop is two weeks late. The top 
crop in Oklahoma will probably be light 
and in Georgia poor. Late corn needs 
rain in Tennessee and Mississippi, but 
is generally mature and is being gath- 
ered elsewhere. Dryness retards plow- 
ing. Sweet potatoes are excellent. Fall 
truck mostly needs rain. Sugar cane 
mostly excellent, but has been some- 
what damaged in Louisiana by the cane 
borer. The tobacco harvest is nearly 
completed. The rice harvest is progress- 
ing. Both rice and tobacco are gener- 
ally excellent.
